Just now, it's a wide open field 
There is plenty of opinion, some 


of it loud, on what rights the TV 
camera has, or doesn't have, out- 
side the studio. But to date, there 
is no federal law on the subject 
and no major court has passed on 
any of the big questions involved 


The Kefauver senate crime in- 


vestigation telecasts—smash hit ol 
the TV year—brought the whole 
subject into sharp focus, without 
offering any final answers. 


It's Your Guess 


So, as matters stand, one man's 


opinion is as good as another's as 
to who has what rights in relation 
to TV and an individual under in- 
vestigation, on trial, or simply 
called as a witness in this type of 
proceeding. 


Among the many controversial 


questions raised by the Kefauver 
hearings, this one stands out: Can 
a public hearing be too public? 


According to the lawyers, this 


one could be kicked around for 
years before the supreme court 
gets in the final word. It is expect- 
ed that it will, someday, do just 
that. 


What'* "Open"? 


About 
everyone agrees 
that 


when the founding fathers pro- 
vided in the earliest American law 
for "open hearings," they had in 
mind a room that could hold a 
couple of benches so that neigh- 
bors could come in and see that 
justice was done. 


There is the widest difference of 


opinion among lawyers and lay- 
men on whether the audience of 
millions for the senate committee's 
examination of underworld char- 
acters was or was not a legal one.

Free World Must Press Criticism 


of Tyrant Peron 


History repeating itself can sometimes make an un- 


pleasant sound. That's the land of noise that's emanating 
these days from Argentina, home of the bush league dictator, 
Juan Peron. 
Ever since Peron made it clear he intended to snuff out 


the great independent Buenos Aires newspaper, La Prensa, 
supporters of a free press hi all parts of the world have been 
deploring his behavior. 
Peron declared in reply that what goes on in Argentina 


is nobody's business but his. You don't need a prodigious 
memory to recall that Joseph Goebbels, Hitler's propaganda 
minister, said something very much like that when the world 
objected to the Nazis' Jewish pogrom in 1938. 


Goebbels was wrong and so is Senor Peron. What hap- 


pens to freedom anywhere is the business of all free men 
wherever they may be. 


When a great voice of liberty has been silenced ruth- 


lessly, as has La Prensa's, only the fearful and tyrannical 
will let the casualty occur unnoticed. The free will set up 
a clamor of protest. 


This they have done in the case of La Prensa, and should 


continue to do so despite Peron'a contemptuous comment that 
it's none of our business and that he doesn't care what we 
think anyway. 


.By his action Peron has sought to place himself and his 


government above the rules of decent conduct regulating 
free nations. Having thus chosen to isolate himself from 
the respected world fraternity, he deserves to be treated in 
the manner he has invited. 


The free press of the world, and free governments as 


well, should pound him mercilessly so long as he holds power. 
His absurd posturings, his petty conceits, his frauds should 
all be exposed. He Should be shown to the world for what 
he is—a four-cylinder Hitler who hasn't even one inch of 
stature in the world community. 


American scientists already have done a pretty good job 


of puncturing Peron's wild story of new and distinct atomic 
energy discoveries in his country. The tale was patently 
an effort to distract attention from his La Prensa seizure 
and seize fresh prestige at the current Washington confer- 
ence of the American republics. 


Maybe the senor doesn't care what we think. But he 


ought to be made to listen to us anyhow. For there's really 
a good chance that the world's criticism nettles him badly, 
and gives him the nice, insecure feeling he deserves to have.

This sounds like extremely heartening news. Let's hope

The Doctor Says: 


Ear Infection from a Cold 
Needs Prompt Treatment 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, IML D. 


"My 
five-year-old 
daughter," 


writes Mrs. L., "had a bad cold 
about two weeks ago, and for the 
last 10 days has had a little pus 
coming out of her right ear. Will 
this clear up by itself or is there 
something which should be done 
about it?" Mrs. L. should lose no 
time in taking her little girl to the 
doctor since there is danger of the 
child's developing a chronic run- 
ning ear or even a mastoid infec- 
tion. 


There are probably hundreds of 


thousands of people who either 
have or have once had an ear in- 
fection similar to that of Mrs. L's 
daughter. The reason is simple: 
The middle portion of the ear con- 
nects by a tube or passageway 
with the nose, and infections from 
the latter easily pass up this tube 
to the ear. 


Children are particularly liable 


to such infections and quite often 
this produces earache and requires 
a little slit to be made in the drum 
membrane so that the pus can 
escape, thus relieving the pressure 
which is causing the pain. 


But the present generation of 


children is luckier than we were. 
Many of these middle ear infec- 
tions can be nipped in the bud by 
giving the sulfa drugs or penicil- 
lin. And even more important these 


drugs have almost wiped out one 
of the common and serious compli- 
cations,, namely mastoiditis. 


The complication is a spread of 


the Infection to the bone lying just 
back of the ear and it used to re- 
quire a delicate and costly opera- 
tion. Today the number of these 
operations has shrunk almost to 
the vanishing point. 
ACT ON ACHE 


Nevertheless it is important not 


to neglect an earache or a run- 
ning ear. The ache usually comes 
first and this is the time to act by 
getting professional help. The de- 
velopment of a perforated ear 
drum or of a chonic running ear 
which may be hard to cure can 
thus often be avoided. However, 
even in the long lasting cases of 
ear infection more can be done 
now than in the past. 


In some of the most difficult 


ones an ingenious operation usual- 
ly proves successful where other 
methods have failed. But a little 
care at the start is likely to save 
a lot of trouble later on.

Canasta Has Code of Honor

The question of Canasta ethics 


is raised in a very frank letter 
from a Tennessee correspondent. 


"In our foursome," he writes, 


"there is a good bit of talking 
back and forth that isn't intended 
to be talking across the board or 
cheating but which, of course, does 
oftentimes portray the nature of a 
person's hand. 
Typical remarks 


are: 'You don't need to be afraid 
to discard—I can't meld anyway.' 
•Everything I have in my hand is 
what they have down.' 


"The other day during a game 


I had picked up in the discard pile 
a small stack that had in it six 
kings, and everybody knew there 
were six kings in it. Since these 
were relatively safe discards I 
started discarding them. 


"As I was discarding the fourth 


king I said ' I hate to throw the 
last one of these down.' The op- 
ponent on my right said 'Have you 
discarded all six of those kings?' 
I told a deliberate lie and said 
'yes.' On his next turn he pro- 
ceeded to discard a king, and I 
immediately picked it up with the 
two kings I had in my hand. 


"He refused to allow me to do 


this because he said I had told a 
lie. 
Can you offer any statement 


on this?" 


This would eb an easy problem 


to solve if there weren't such a lot 
of talking in that gnnie. Ordi- 
narily, you're not supposed to say 
anything during the play of a 
hand. If everybody gets away 
with some sort of improper state- 
ment it becomes very difficult to 
draw a line between what can be 
and what cannot be allowed. 


If I had to make some rough- 


and-ready ruling in a case of this 
son, I would cancel that whole 
hand. I would rule that even in a 
really talkative game a deliberate 
lie should not be allowed. 


The only proper course is to Bay 


nothing at all during the play 
of a hand. If you feel compelled 
to pip* up, be as evasive u you 


like but don't tell a complete lie. 


For example, if your opponent 


asks "Have you discarded all six 
of those kings?" it would be all 
right to say "You'd know if you 
were counting" or "I've never 
thrown so many kings in my life" 
or even "Try me out and see." 


Better still, for the third time, 


don't say anything at all. Don't, 
ask any questions and don't give 
any answers.

ST. LOUIS, (AP)—U. S. Su- 


preme Court Justice William O. 
Douglas declared last night that 
America's failure to adopt a posi- 
ive, aggressive policy in Asia is 
helping the Communists to win the 
political battle there. 


"We operate purely at the nega- 


ive level." Douglas declared in an 
interview. "We are the oedfello'.vs 
of everyone who is against Com- 
munism, which puts us in partner- 
ship with many of the worst 
crooks in the world." 


India Exception 


Douglas was in St. Louis to dis- 


cuss his travels last year in the 
Middle East and Southeast Asia 
in a lecture at the Racquet club, 
an exclusive group of professional 
and business men. 


India, Douglas said, is an ex- 


ception to Communist progress in 
Asia. He said Prime Minister Neh- 
ru is in charge of a real dynamic, 
non-Communistic reform program. 


"I don't agree with him on many 


things, but I think Nehru is a 
friend to support at the political 
level," Douglas declared. "Nehru 
understands Asia and the United 
States does not—neither does Asia 
understand the United States." 


Think at Wrong Level 


Douglas said the United States 


thinks in terms of armies and 
troops, "when the battle is going 
to be lost at the political level." 


The decision, he added, will de- 


pend on the political astuteness of 
America's foreign policy.

him and he died in Korea far from the home of h:s 
forefathers.

States is conferring upon Corporal Red Cloud, in death, 
its highest military decoration, the Medal of Honor.

Red Cloud, an American Indian from Friendship,

As a marine in World War H, he served for a time

Note Will Go 
Out of Use 


^WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 
Q- S- postal note will go out of 
use after tomorrow, concentrating 
post office handling of money for 
the public in the standard money 
order system. 


The plan for discontinuance was 


announced last October in con- 
nection with a broad program for 
simplifying the post office depart- 
ment's accounting 
system, 
in- 


volving the use of automatic card 


machines. 


After June 30 of this year, 


money orders, will he issued in 
card form, with prepunched identi- 
fications, replacing the familiar 
paper money order slip. 
Such 


cards will be readily cashable at 
any postoffice or bank, eliminating 
the red tape now involved in cash- 
ing money order elsewhere than 
the office on which it was issued. 


Money orders may be bought in 


jnounts up to $100, at a sliding 
ice. 
The postal note has been 


available for purchase in amounts 
up to $10 since 1945, at a fee 
of eight cents, but has never had 
the wide popularity of the regular 
money order. It has been used 
chiefly to avoid sending small 
sums of cash through the mails.

S. airmen aboard either blew up 
or plunged into the Atlantic ocean 
in flames was reported by search 
vessels today. 


The U. S. destroyer Bcrmor said 


by radio it had picked up 105 splin- 
tered pieces of debris—30 per cent 
of them charred—over a 10-mile- 
wide area 600 miles southwest of 
Ireland. 


The Daily Express said all signs 


"point to sabotage." The air force 
refused to discuss this theory offi- 
cially. 


U. S. Third division headquar- 


ters here said a navy reserve offi- 
cer aboard the Banner "has posi- 
tively identified one piece of ply- 
wood as floorboard material." 


The huge transport plane van- 


ished one week ago on a flight 
from Limestone, Me., to the Amer- 
ican air base at Mildenhall. Eng. 


"Only a violent explosion could 


have so torn to shreds a huge plane 
capable of carrying 150 men or 
many tons of cargo," said the Ex- 
press in discussing the sabotage 
theory. 


"And unless the U. S. authori- 


ties find some inherent fault in 
the Globemaster planes, there is 
only one plausible conclusion: The 
explosion was planned."

Seek Gas Tax 
Compromise to 
End Deadlock 


SPRINGFIELD, (AP) — Gov. 


Stevenson says he is worried that 
a fight in the legislature over di- 
viding up revenue from a proposed 
nickel gas tax might jeopardize 
his road program. 


But, 
he told reporters yester- 


day, "We must work out some- 
thing." 


Spokesmen for cities and rural 


roads so far are at odds over how 
much of the $100,000,000 revenue 
from a five cent gas tax each 
side should receive. 


"I am concerned about the lack
